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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In response to the Amendment received on March 3, 2008, the examiner has carefully 
considered the amendments. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/ Arguments, filed March 3, 2008, with respect to claims 
1-10, 16-22 and 24-41 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-10, 16- 
22, and 24-41 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Topham et al (GB 1424517) in view of 
Franks et al (GB 1108261) has been withdrawn. Alone Topham et al fails to teach a polymeric 
colored dispersant comprising the structure as found in the instant claims. Specifically, Topham et al 
fails to teach an X substituent (as claimed) that is a branched or linear C50 to C200 polymeric 
covalently linked hydrocarbon group. In combination, Topham et al with Frakas et al fail to render 
the instant invention unpatentable because, while Frakas et al teaches polymeric substituents in a 
colored polymeric dispersant, the examiner deems that there are too many variable taught by Frakas 
et al to render the instant invention obvious without further guidance. For instance, one would have 
to choose a solvating medium, such as a liquid hydrocarbon, among those taught by Frakas et al, one 
would then need to choose a polymeric chain for said medium, of which for hydrocarbon there are 4 
types of polymers with at least 17 possibilities for all combined types, and then one would have to 
choose/find a chain having from 50 to 200 carbon atoms covalently linked. Wherein there is no 
explicit teaching within Frakas et al or Topham et al to choose a polymeric hydrocarbon chain 
having from C50 to C200 carbon chains. Therefore the instant inventions, as well as, applicant's 
unexpected results as found within the disclosure are deemed distinguished over the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 1-10, 16-22, and 24-41 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, alone or in 
combination, fails to teach a polymeric colored dispersant as instantly claimed having the selected B 
linking moieties and a X group that is branched or linear C50 to C200 polymeric hydrocarbon chain. 
Nor does the prior art, alone or in combination, teach a colorant dispersant comprising at least about 
45% of a colorant and the above listed colored polymeric dispersant or a printing ink comprising the 
same.
